1. Car Show – Continue Discussion on Car Show in Milpitas – Chair Weisgerber 
 
Staff Liaison Valdez updated the commissioners on the car show.  She stated the t-shirt 
design was finished, the DJ was secured, staff met and discussed the staging area, and 
currently there were 10 car registrants.  Staff Liaision Valdez requested the 
commissioners concentrate on obtaining additional car registrations and raffle prizes.  
She discussed the items received thus far for the goodie bags and that staff would be 
ordering the dog tags.   
 
Vice Chair Arbaugh asked about the printing of the $5.00 coupons for Mikonos Grill.  
Staff Liaison Valdez confirmed staff has already handled the printing of the coupons.  
Commissioner Ramos asked if Firestone submitted items for the goodie bags yet.  Staff 
Liaison Valdez responded staff has not received anything from Firestone.  Chair 
Weisgerber asked Staff Liaison Valdez to email the Commission the list of companies 
that have already donated items for the goodie bags and raffle prizes.  It was the 
consensus of the Commission to sell the raffle tickets at 3 tickets for $5.00 and 10 tickets 
for $20.00.  Staff Liaison Valdez confirmed the Marines and Navy would be attending 
the event.  She stated to date, the car show sponsors are:  Bay 101, the Milpitas Post, City 
Recycling Program, Shapell, South Bay Honda, Mikonos Grill, FCC Collision, and 
Pacific Tire.   
 
Staff Liaison Valdez discussed advertising in the Post on September 26th, October 10th, 
and also October 17th.  She said she would contact the Post to see what the cost difference 
is for advertising three times instead of two times in the paper.
